While no 
theory is needed to account for the 
native Prussian’s sympathy in this con- 
test, it ia noticeable that the Catholic Ger- 
man, or he who regards the cry of German 
unity as designed to further schemes for 
the aggrandizement of a despotic dynasty 
and the subordination of the entire Fa- 
therland to Prussian interests, is hardly 
less zealous for the success of Prussian 
arms in the struggle with France. While 
he would gladly see King Wu.L1am’s pol- 
icy with reference to Germany defeated 
foréver, he thinks of the old French long. 
ing tor a Rhine boundary and sees in the 
North German Confederation the defend- 
er of the Fatherland and the present 
champion of its military pride. What- 
ever his politics or religion they have not 
in this fight transiormed any German of 
this country into a Frenchman, and it 
Napoleon obtains any German alles in

war to meet the enemies of France 
with equal alacrity, whether the war is 
brought on by ea Republican consul, a Cor- 
scan Emperor, or the legitimate heir of a 
long line of profligate kings.

France. 

Ii the French and Germans were less 
warm and patriotic in espousing the quar- 
rels of their native countries, we should 
not value them so highly as progenitors of 
a large part of the mext generation of 
Americans The feeling they manifest fs 
creditable to them, and should be treated 
with respectiul tenderness in this country. 


We can afford to do this, because there is 


no call for us m the present attitude of the 
belligerents to take the part of either. The 
contest involves ne principle dear to us, 
and we are not even interested 
in the adjustment of the balance of power 
m Europe. Two ambitious imperialisms 
are at loggerheads, and, whatever national 
sentiments the kingcraft of either may 
arouse inits own behalf, we cannot see 
how the liberty or the civilization of Eu- 
rope can gain by the result.

They will be 
readily suggested to the mind of every in- 
telligent reader, and if there are doubts 
upon the subject, let any one who feels an 
interest in it pass along Main street and 
converse with our importing houses, or 
those who deal in imported goods, and he 
will find that the position we have“ as- 
sumed is abundantly confirmed.

are only diminished lu a degree. Nearly every 
one, een under the most favorable circum- 
stances. suffers from the heat of our summer sun, 
but these inmates declare that they are crue!ly 
punished, One man says that one morning 
when he came out of bis cell in the upper story 
he was parboiled all over, and that the effects 
were visible for six bours afterward. Another 
said that he was glad he was sentenced to the 
State prison, so he could get out of this hole, and 
another said that prisoners who were really in- 
nocent were wiiling to confess judgment 60 as to 
be removed—they cared not where. It is un- 
doubtedly awful hot in those tron cells, but, as 
one of the prisoners remarked, “it will be coe! 
enough this winter,” when they are expected to 
freeze.
